As this is to a very great extent an 
agricultural country the rural school 
problem is entitled to first consider- 
ation, The government has undertaken 
to solve the question of vocational 
training for the sons and daughters of 
farmers by the establishment of voca- 
tional agricultural schools upon the 
Various demonstration farms. These 
schools conducted under the direction 
of the department of agriculture have 
made commencement this year and 
have met with exceptional success, It 
will be the policy of the government to 
continue to establish more of such 
schools as rapidly as funds at our dis- 
posal will permit. IT might say that 
money for operating the schools of 
agriculture comes from the federal 
treasury, It is part of a grant which 
was made by the federal government to 
the provinces In aid of agricultural 
education, <A few years ago the dom- 
Ainion government appointed a com- 
mission on technical education to in- 
quire into the question and report. 
That commission, the chairman of 
which Is Dr. Robertson, who will ad- 
dress you today, has reported and re- 
jcommends that the federal government 
jmake a grant to the provinces in ald 
of technical education. 


Solution of Problem. 
Of course, if this recommendation is 
aecepted by the federal authorities It 
would do much to accelerate the solu- 
tlon of the problem of vocational edu- 
jcation, Three agricultural schools 
have been established this year at 
Claresholm, Olds and Vermilion” res-

THE TRADE QUESTION 
THE ELECTION ISSUE 

One thing which the tari! revisions of the conservative gov- 
eriment at Ottawa make perfectly plain is that stand or fall, 
protection without any equivocation, is the policy of the conserva- 
tive party. This at least has the advantage of making the issue 
plain. If the liberals are to defeat the Borden government at a 
general election the issue upon which they must be met and defeated 
is the trade issue. Western liberals, with few exceptions, are ready 
tor this issue. The west is now, and always has been, for free trade. 
The question is how far the eastern wing of the liberal party is 
willing to go toward tearing down the tariff barrier altogether and 
going out for absolute free trade. The way to settle this question 
of the degree of tariff revision downward to which the liberal party 
is willing to pledge itself is through a dominion convention, following 
provincial conventions which would set out the attitude of each 
province. British Columbia has already held its convention. 
Alberta should be next in line,

Newsboy Injured In Street 
Railway Accident, Mother 
~ Claims S $10,000, 


'WAS ‘TRESPASSING ON CAR, 


Justice Scott Holds Boy Had 
No Right There Throws 
- Out Case. 


On thé ground that newsbors had 
no right on street cars and were there 
only as trespassers, Mr. Justice Scott, 
in the Supreme Court, today dismissed 
the action of Barbara Miller Interman, 
a widow, sulng on behalf of her son, 
an infant, for $10,000 damages for in- 
juries sustained by him in an accident 
which took place on March 27, 1913. 

Since the accident, arrangements 
have been made whereby a certain 
number of boys are allowed to board 
the street cars to sell newspapers, but 
at the time of the accident, as ex- 
plained by J. C. F. Bown, K.C,, acting 
on behalf of the city, the boys were 
there only as trespassers. 

Run Over by Auto 

The boy liierman boarded a car at 

the corner of Namayo and Jasper In 
j order to sell his newspapers and was | 
| forced by the conductor to get off 
}again, The boy alighted in front of el 
| automobile driven by Stanilaus La Rue j 
and was knocked down and run over, 
sustaining somewhat severe injuries, 

G. B, O'Connor, who appeared for} 
the boy and his mother, contended | 

{that the city was to blame through | 
their servant the motorman, forcing 
the boy to quit the car suddenly. 

City Not to Blame 

Mr, Justice Scott took the view ad- 

vanced by Mr, Bown that the boy, hav- 
jing no right on the car, there was no 
ground of action against the city. 

As an alternative, the boys seeks 
damages from J.a Rue, the driver of; 
the auto, whom it is alleged was driv- 
ing at an excessive speed, having re- 
gard to the crowded nature of the 
street; in not blowing his horn and 
further in not stopping his auto in 
order to allow the persons alighting 
from the car to get safely to the side- 
walk. 

Jotn Cormack, appearing for La 
Rue, asked for a non-sult on the same 
grounds as the action against the city 
had failed. 

His lordship, however, held that the 
boy had a ground of action against the 
autolst.
